Never were smiter uardtliood .md 
bravery exhibited tlmn by the meu se- 
lected to drive the coaches. 

As the stage tolled through the 
heavy sand of some strips of desert or 
met several miles of stony and uphill 
trail a band of a hundred yelling war 
riors would suddenly appear. The 
driver must light as well as guide his 
excited team. It was when the Over 
finally appealed to the 
to clear its route through 
Kansas that General Custer was sent 
out with a brigade of troopers Custer 
couldn't ho|>e to strike u telling blow 
against the hordes in the field, but he 
laid his plans to open the route and 
drive the Indians back from it. 

As we followed the trail to the west 
we picked up station after station, 
showing grewsotne sights. 

Custer's whole command witnessed 
the arrival of the last stage from the 
west-the last for several weeks. From 
a hilltop three miles from the trail, 
with impassable gullies between, we 
saw the coach come up the trail with 
MO Indians pursuing it. It was a run 
niiiL- tight, which aroused every man 
to the highest ptttfl of excitement, but 
we were helpless to extend aid. 
Through flu- clear air of a summer 
afternoon we saw the stage horses shot 
down and the Met overtaken. The 
passengers fltr a brave light to the 
last, but none of them esca|>ed. It was 
night before we had made our detour 
and reached the station, and the In 
dians had departed long before. They 
had captured the station two hours be 
fore they attacked the stage. 

If this station had failed to hold out 
how would it be with Pawnee Flat, the 
next station to the west, and with 
While Horse, the next after that? The 
first was a four man station and the 
next a relay of eight. As we rode 
away through the night not a man had 
the slightest hope of I'awuee. though 
we knew It would have been defended 
as long as one of the four could lift a 
gun. We reached it at about 1 1 o'clock. 
It was as we had feared. Over "200 
Indians had swarmed dowu out of the 
hills at daybreak the morning before, 
and. though they had lost a score of 
men. the dugout had been carried by 
assault and its defenders butchered 
We waited here half an hour to give 
the poor corpses burial and then push 
ed on toward White Horse. It was not 
until we got within two miles of the 
station that our fears were relieved. 
Then we heard the reports of rifles and 
knew that the place was still holding 
out. 

The station was situated about mid 
way of a long, bare hill. To the west 
of it was a coulee, or dry ravine, with 
banks twenty feet high. We had with 
lis a couple of scouts, who knew every 
rod of the Overland trail, and when 
within a mile of the station these men 
were sent forward to spy out the sta 
tion. They returned after awhile to 
report that Spotted Horse and about 
150 of his "dog soldiers." as the Chey 
ennes were called, were layiirj siege 
to the station and had evidently occu 
pied the ground for two or three days 
The ground around the dugout was so 
open that the Indians dared not "rush" 
the place, nor was there any show to 
use a keg of powder without reckless 
exposure. With their allies holding the 
trail to the east, the Cheyeiine< had en 
tered upon a siege in hopes to starve 
the defenders out. Their war ponies 
and most of the band were lying up 
in the dry ravine for the night This 
ravine had no opening to the south and 
was therefore a cul de sac. 

The first signs of dawn were In the 
sky when we saddled up. mounted, and 
the whole of us pushed forward, led bv 
the scouts, for the mouth of the ravine 
We had the Spencer carbines, each 
with a full magazine, and as we srot 
the order to charge e: ch mm l;egau 
shooting When a carbine was empty 
It was thrown away and a revolver 
used in its place When the revolver- 
was empty it was cast aside for 
the saber F.xtciided from hank lo 
bank, we swept up the ravine, and we 
bad nothing to do but kill. Taken by 
surprise, the Cheyonnes thought only 
of getting away The tiirlit did not last 
above thirty minutes, and one loss was 
only three men wounded 

Down in the ravine we harvested 
seventy-eight dead Indians, and on the 
banks above the stage men counted up 
twenty-two more. We got upward of 
100 rifles, about M pistols. KM) ponies 
and a wagon load of miscellaneous 
BtufT Every Indian lying there was a 
dead one. Custer had said. "Shoot to 
kill!" and there was uo wounded or 
prisoners Among the killed were 
Spotted Horse. Big Moon and White 
Bird, and that Bght broke the back- 
bone of the Cheyennes Their part 
In the war was to capture all the 
stations west of Burning Hill, but they 
had taken only Pawnee Flat. They 
never rode to war again Within a 
week they were sujng for peace, and

"Aud as 1 did so I heard a terrible 
dull sound, like a spade striking newly 
turned earth Mis head had fallen for 
ward. 1 CalMd him by name. He was 
moaning a little. Then I turned to my 
work again. 

"They were advancing quickly now. 
Ah. how cool I was! I shot so slowly, 
and then — do you know what It feels 
like to lie wounded'; I rose just a little 
too high on my elbow. A sting pierced 
my arm like a hot wire. It was too 
sharp almost to l>e sore. I felt my arm 
go from me. and then my rilte fell. I 
was a little diced. I looked at niv 
friend presently. lie was dead.'" 

A Maddening Vision. 

The following description of the ad- 
vance of ■ battery across a stricl:en 
field is from an aecouut given by a 
wounded French artilleryman in a 
hospital at Bordeaux: 

"Never shall 1 forget that most ter 
rible scene when we rushed our horses 
and guns across the lield. covered all 
over with the bodies of dead and dy- 
ing Herman soldiers. As we swept 
across the field we heard the crunching 
of bones uader the horses' feet and 
gun wheels 

"Every now and again the horse- 
staggered. stumbled and slipped in 
their mad run over those hundreds <>| 
corpses. I did not venture to look 
about, but kept my eyes steadily lixed 
at a distant point of my horse's neck, 
but I heard Mood stirring cries of 
agony aud despair, mingled with moan 
irig and weeping, which dominated the 
uoise of my galloping horses and guns. 

"Once, when my horse slipped mid 
fell ou one knee I saw on my left the 
wreck of a man spring to his feet and 
make a wild gesture with his arms as 
if to stop the deadly avalanche. He 
was knocked down by the horses of 
a guu next to none and I heard the 
creaking of his bones. This madden- 
ing vision has ever since haunted me." 

Burying Dead at Night. 

A London Daily News correspond- 
ent who has returned to Paris from 
the neirrhborhood of Senlis tells of a 
new corps of the French army. He 

Bays : 

'When the curtain of night lias 
fallen the corps of the sextons go from 
villages and farmsteads, an uncanny. 
Bllcnt procession, to set forth aliout 
their business among the dead, their 
way illuminated by horn lanterns and 
torches, and their shadows dance 
irbonl-like in the flicker of the beams- 
llttle old men. most of them, and l>ent 
double, but their shadows amid the 
trees are shadows of giants. 

"Their women follow behind liear 
tng little bundles of peeled willow 
wands and strands of wire. They cut 



a few Inches from each wand and 
bind it on crosswise with the wire, aud 
whenever an officer is found cold aud 
stiff amid the dead a cross of willow 
wand is placed over his grave. 

"Hour after hour, night after night, 
the corps of sextons with the women 
ply their trade, marking cemetery after 
cemetery. Their bundles of sticks di- 
minish as this acreage of the dead 
swells." 

Air Men Who Know No Fear. 

A dispatch from Sculls to the London 
Times describes the thrilling flight of a 
British air man. It says: 

"A British air man flew over the Ger- 
man lines ou the Alsne. He was tired 
at by 100 sharpshooters and guns 
throwing a shell specially designed for 
such work. Several bullets pierced the 
wings of his machine, aud a shell burst 
beside the aeroplane, sending the pilot 
reeling giddily sideways through space, 
but he finished his reconnaissance. 
He marked the placing of' the great 
guns, the lines of trenches and the di- 
rection of shell lire. Kven iu his one 
giddy moment he swooped down close 
to a wood where the artillery was con- 
cealed, taking almost unthinkable risks. 

"In almost every aerial lei niimamai a 

bullets pierce the aeroplanes. They 
have descended over forest land almost 
to the tops of trees, through forest laud 
known to lie swarming with soldiers. 
They have skimmed over trenches and 
batteries in the face of tremendous 
fusillades and have won priceless in 
formation." 

Germans' Daring Attempt. 

Hermans disguised as Fre n h othcers 
made a daring attempt to blow up the 
railway bridge six miles uud a half 
from Loueii. The plan Wat obviously 
to sever railroad communication be- 
tween Havre, Kouen and Paris. 

Tile French otticers' uniforms worn 
by the Hermans fitted well, and o\ cry 
man carried the necessary identitica 
tion papers, obtained, of .-ourse. from 
the prisoners whose uniforms were 
used. By means of their papers they 
were able to pass guards aud patrols. 

Information was circulated that two 
touring cars carrying French otlicers 
had acted suspiciously at Hisors, dash- 
ing through the tow u aud through pa- 
trols that challenged them at Houruay. 
They were shot at by gendarmes, but 
they escaped, and all frui-es were lost. 

They were finally caught at Oisset 
after they had alighted from tbe motor- 
cars aud were iu the act of .-irrying 
explosives toward the bridge. A targe 
quantity of explosives was found iu 
the carss The prisoners raMfeaarJ that 
they had received orders to blow up 
the bridge in order to prevent re-en- 
forcements and supplies from ffi ai M ag 
the French army. 

Rescued by the Enemy. 

A little wounded French trw"tfr tells 
of lieing rescued by Hermaus. "I pre 
tended to lie dead." he said, "as I 
thought it safer. The second Herman 
Brian line was a MBR wax off. so when 
the first had |Kissed I got M|>-.'ud wan 
ie fffd along, but two str:'.. Her un n 
troopers ravstat me up I thought I was 
done for. but not a bit of it. Tj -\ , • 
tWlty gave mo a haiidkerch'e! la bin. I 
my wounds and then went away, and 
as I lay there in a t l v'M a f could 
not help roaring with Laughter. Bath 
were wounded iu the leg. br.t one 
man's game leg was the right one. and 
the other one's was the let;, and I hey 

looked i Ma aloaa us they anbah d off." 
Shells Halt Plung? Bath. 

A British gmudsuniu. uow iH Wool 
wich. who w as wounded near * '.mi 
piegne on Sept. 1. has giveu a vivid ar 
count of the fighting there. 

"We were iu a lield." he says, "when 
the Hermans ilropiied ou us all af a 
sudden, as though from the sky. The 
lirsf hint we had of their presence was 
when a buttery of gnus, on the ri'dit 
MBM ont. droppiu_' shells into a molt of 
us who were waiting for our turn at 
the vaafetMV the river There was no 
panic as tar as 1 saw. only s-une of our 
fellows, who aaaail had a w ish fur a 
Mas time, said strong finals about 
the Hermans for ayaiHas the best 
chance ate had had for four days." 

Cossaclcs Trick Horses. 

The prowess of the Russian Cossacks 
is esjiecially rem'U'kable, As scouts 
they are unequaled. At all times their 
horsemanship enables them to deal 
successfully with cavalry of the enemy 
four or five times superior in number 
Their horses are .-killed in every con- 
ceivable trick. A Cossack horse will 
drop "dead" under its rider at the 
word, springing up the next moment. 
The rider combines all the arts of the 
circus performer and red Indian with 
|>erfect command of his horse, and the 
horses are as handy as polo ponies. 

Families Wiped Ont. 

The Berlin eorresixindent of the New 
Rotterdam Courant writes: 

"The most gloomy sight to be seen 
iu these days is the advertisements of 
deaths in tbe dignified Kreuz Zeitung. 
The families of officers there make 
known the blows that have fallen upon 
them. In the Inst few days this news- 
paper h.iR published fifty death an- 
nouncements of officers."

One 
of the Itest and most common protein 
feeds is skiiiiinilk. either sweet or sour. 
It is claimed by the best of authorities 
that skiiiiinilk is more valuable as fond 
for iHiultry than it is for hogs or calves. 
If skiiiiinilk could be given in liberal 
allowances the results obtained would 
be quite satisfactory. 

Wheat, which is rich iu protein, 
should also be fed in liberal ipiantities 
when at hand and should he substitut- 
ed for com. Suntlower seed will also 
be found a valuable food at this time. 
One experiment statiou found that a 
ration containing goodly portions of lin- 
seed meal caused the fowls to all molt 
at practically the same time, earlier iu 
the season aud more rapidly. 

A ration that will pay auy farmer to 
feed his fowls iu connection with skiiii- 
inilk Is this one: Three frotinds corn, 
two pounds wheat, one-half pound lin- 
seed meal and one-half pound beef 
scraps. Grind the grains aud mix the 
whole uiass together and feed in hop- 
pers.
